Mapping the Red Room 




There is no dialogue in this scene; Just a singer (Jimmy Scott) 
performing. The lyrics, while exhibiting Lynch’s love of word¬ 
play and mystery, suggest identity and mirror imagery (com¬ 
pare, for instance, with Annie’s dialogue in the fourth act: “I saw 
the face of the man who killed me”). Combined with the strobe- 
light effect that separates Cooper’sface into a light half and dark 
half, alternating with a wholly lit face, and Lynch is already 
setting the stage for the split in Cooper that is about to come. 


This scene actually begins in a hallway outside the room.
